BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  EUCLID  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  6  students 
in  the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and 
superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in 
1894.  45  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was 
held  on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas. 
(There  were  six  graduates...  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of 
Education.)  That  year  there  were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported 
and  87  cases  of  whipping,  including  five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36,  who  bid 
on  the  job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction 
of  both  schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to 
excite  people  all  over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a 
challenge  to  each  school.  At  the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were 
occupied  by  high  school  classes.  Although  classes  were  mixed  at 
Shore  high,  the  boys  had  to  use  the  Bliss  Road  (East  222nd  Street) 
entrance,  while  the  girls  were  obliged  to  enter  from  Babbitt  Road 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with 
the  building  of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid 
Senior  High  School  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades 
10  through  12.  A  new  history  of  Euclid  public  high  school 
experience  was  born.  Peak  enrollment  in  the  top  three  grades  was 
reached  between  1965-75  when  almost  3,000  students  were 
enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sport  and  in  the  areas  of 
science,  business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general 
entries  into  the  work  force  of  America.

We  welcome  you  to  the  Eleventh  Annual  Banquet  and  Induc- 
tion Ceremonies  of  the  Euclid  High  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

DICK  LANESE  . . .  Shore,  1946 


Dick  was  a  four-sport  letterman  in  high  school.  He  was  captain, 
a  two-way  halfback  and  highest  scorer  in  football;  played  forward  in 
basketball;  was  an  outfielder  in  baseball;  and  a  dashman  in  track.  He 
was  selected  for  the  All-Conference  Football  Team  and  the  National 
Athletic  Scholarship  Society. 

Upon  graduation,  Dick  enlisted  in  the  Marine  Air  Corps  from 
1 946-48.  He  then  entered  Tulane  University  where  a  knee  injury  ended 
his  football  career. 

Dick  then  went  to  Ohio  State  University,  earning  a  B.A.  degree  in 
1955,  and  M.S.  in  1961  and  a  Ph.D.  in  Psychology  in  1965. 

He  was  a  professor  in  Preventive  Medicine  at  Ohio  State.  He  has 
published  several  articles  on  Epidemiology  and  Behavioral  Science. 
He  served  as  President  of  the  Faculty  Club  and  the  OSU  chapter  of 
AAUP.   He  received  the  AAUP  Louis  Nemzer  Award  in  1991. 

Dick  was  active  as  an  amateur  basketball  player  up  until  1990. 
He  currently  resides  with  his  wife  Shirley  in  Worthington,  Ohio. 


EDDIE  BROWN  . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1956 


Eddie  was  the  first  sophomore  in  the  history  of  Euclid  to  become 
a  state  champion  in  wrestling.  He  took  the  1 13-lb.  title  in  1954.  This 
outstanding,  all-around  athlete  excelled  in  football,  baseball  and 
wrestling,  winning  a  total  of  seven  varsity  letters  while  participating 
in  many  school  clubs  and  extracurricular  activities. 

Upon  graduation,  he  joined  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps  where  he 
continued  his  wrestling  career.  In  1959,  Eddie  won  the  All-Far  East 
Wrestling  Tournament  Championship. 

Eddie  is  a  retired  electrical  contractor.  He  and  his  wife  have 
three  daughters.  They  reside  in  Mentor,  Ohio. 


DON  SCHONAUER  . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1959 


Don  enjoyed  an  outstanding  wrestling  career.  In  high  school  he 
lettered  three  years,  wrestled  on  the  1958  State  Championship  team 
and  returned  as  team  captain  in  1959.  At  Ohio  State  University  he 
lettered  in  wrestling  and  was  an  AAU  Champion  in  1960. 

He  also  attended  Kent  State  University,  Garfield  College  and 
earned  a  Master  of  Education  Administration  degree  from  Cleveland 
State  University  in  1976. 

Don  continued  his  interest  in  wrestling  as  a  referee.  He  worked 
in  15  State  Tournaments,  in  the  Big  Ten  in  1972,  in  the  Mid- American 
Conference  in  1975  and  in  the  Small  College  nationals  in  1980.  He 
was  named  GCWCOA  "Offical  of  the  Year"  in  1970,  1971,  and  1978. 
He  won  the  AAU  Award  of  Merit  in  197 1 .  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Northeast  Officials  Association  for  over  20  years,  serving  as 
President  in  1970-72. 

As  an  educator,  Don  has  held  several  administrative  positions. 
He  was  Principal  of  McKinley  School  in  Willoughby  which  was  named 
the  top  elementary  school  in  America  in  1989  and  1990.  He  received 
the  OAESA  Hall  of  Fame  Award  and  a  national  award  from  President 
Bush  in  1990  for  exemplary  drug  education  programs.  He  has  served 
as  Principal  of  Industrial  Training,  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  and 
Director  of  Adult  Education. 

He  currently  resides  in  Chardon,  Ohio. 


CHUCK  LANNING  . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1963 


Chuck  was  an  all-around  athlete  in  high  school.  He  played  two 
years  of  football,  two  years  of  basketball  and  three  years  of  baseball. 
His  strong  suit  was  baseball.  He  was  co-captain  his  junior  and  senior 
years,  and  a  member  of  the  1963  State  Championship  team.  That  year 
he  also  made  All-Lake  Erie  League  and  Cleveland  All-Scholastic. 

He  began  his  baseball  career  in  the  Euclid  Recreation  Program, 
playing  Midget  League,  Little  League,  Pony  League  and  Class  E. 

Chuck  signed  with  the  Cleveland  Indians  Organization  in  1963 
and  played  professionally  for  three  years.  After  leaving  the  Indians, 
he  played  Lakewood  Class  A  baseball  for  five  years.  He  also  served 
as  a  volunteer  coach  of  freshman  baseball  at  Chardon  High  and  junior 
varsity  at  Roosevelt  High  School. 

He  was  employed  at  Caterpillar  in  Mentor  for  25  years,  14  as  a 
purchasing  agent.  He  is  currently  employed  at  Wrayco  Industries  in 
Stow.   Chuck  resides  in  Kent  with  his  wife  Susan. 


TOM  SEDDON  . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1967 


TOM  played  three  years  of  football,  wrestling  and  baseball  in 
high  school.  He  was  awarded  several  special  honors.  In  football,  he 
was  a  co-captain  and  was  voted  the  YMCA  Outstanding  Lineman.  As 
a  wrestler,  he  was  chosen  as  the  Outstanding  Sophomore.  He  was 
elected  into  the  National  Athletic  Scholarship  Society  in  both  his 
junior  and  senior  years.  As  a  senior,  he  was  granted  the  Kiwanis  Club 
Citizenship  Award. 

In  college,  Tom  was  an  outstanding  football  player  at  Baldwin- 
Wallace  College.  He  earned  four  letters  as  a  defensive  tackle.  He 
was  also  an  intramural  wrestling  champion  for  his  last  three  years  at 
B-W. 

He  earned  a  Master  of  Business  Administration  degree  at  Ashland 
University  and  remained  in  Ashland  working  as  an  executive  for 
Archway  Cookies,  Inc.  where  he  is  currently  on  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. 

Tom  found  time  to  serve  as  a  baseball  coach  in  Pony  League  and 
assisted  in  the  High  School  program. 

He  is  married  to  Jacquelin.  The  have  two  sons  and  reside  in  Battle

ART  BORTNICK  . . .  Euclid  Senior,  1973 


Art  starred  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball  in  high  school.  In 
his  senior  year,  he  captained  all  three  teams.  As  a  defensive  player  in 
football,  he  made  All-Lake  Erie  League,  All-News  Herald,  The  Plain 
Dealer  Dream  Team  and  was  voted  the  John  James  Memorial  Award 
as  Euclid's  Most  Valuable  Player.

He  is  presently  in  his  seventh  year  as  head  football  coach  at  Madi- 
son High  School.  In  addition,  he  has  served  as  an  assistant  coach  at 
Benedictine,  Euclid  and  St.  Joseph.  Art  lives  in  Cleveland  and  has  a 
nine  year  old  son.

Bart  was  an  outstanding  swimmer  for  three  years  at  Euclid 
Senior  High  School.  He  set  Greater  Cleveland  Conference  records  in 
the  200-yard  free  style  and  the  100-yard  butterfly  along  with  setting 
the  record  as  a  member  of  the  200-yard  medley  relay.  He  placed 
second  in  the  State  in  the  100-yard  free  style  and  third  in  the  200-yard 
free  style.  Bart  was  a  key  member  of  the  water  polo  team  for  three 
years.  He  set  many  pool  records  is  the  area.  He  won  the  Student 
Athlete  Award  as  a  senior. 

He  attended  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  which  was 
one  of  the  top  ten  schools  in  the  nation  in  swimming.  He  posted  an 
outstanding  record  while  there.  He  earned  a  degree  in  landscape 
engineering. 

Bart  resides  in  Everett,  WA,  where  he  owns  a  landscaping  business 
and  still  enjoys  swimming.

Lisa  was  an  outstanding  athlete  in  high  school,  starring  in 
swimming,  basketball  and  volleyball.  As  a  swimmer,  she  qualified 
for  the  1981  and  1982  State  Meets  in  the  50-yard  free  style  and  as  a 
member  of  the  200-yard  medley  relay  team.  She  set  a  school  record 
in  the  50-yard  free  style  at  25.6  seconds.  In  volleyball,  she  was 
captain,  made  All-Conference  and  twice  was  named  News  Herald 
Player  of  the  Week. 

Lisa  went  to  Bowling  Green  State  University  where  she  was  a 
four-year  starter  on  the  volleyball  team.

As  a  golf  coach,  he  had  four  winning 
seasons,  including  a  Conference  Championship  in  1996.
